INDIA TROOPS FIND 
FRANCE COLD PUCE 

By BERNARD LACOSTE 
. Havas Stall Writer 

WITH THE BRITISH FORCES 
SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE 
I CP)—"Salaam Aleikum," an un¬ 
familiar salutation on the west¬ 
ern front, greeted this corre 
spondent today as he approached 
the camp of Mohammedan troops j 
from British India who arrived In 1 
France recently. 

The melancholy-eyed subahdar 
with a long black moustache who 
pronounced this greeting led us 
from the roadside toward the en¬ 
campment. The hood of hla cape 
was drawn over his turban for 
protection from the cold. 

“We come from the heights of 
the Pamirs, from Peshawar and 
Chttrnl" he said. "We have been 
here only a week.- We did not 
think It was so cold In France." 

Around fires the Indian sol¬ 
diers sat waiting for orders 
spoken by their "nalk“—corporals 
-- and “Jamadar" — sergeants. 
They are Moslems of the warlike 
tribes of northwest India- 
Afridls, Pathans and Warirls. 

The experience of the last war 
demonstrated the complications 
entailed tn sending to Europe 
Hindu tribes of India, who arc 
sensitive to caste distinctions and 
refuge to eat food touched even 
by the shadow of an Infidel. 

The Hindus also demand special 
food. Including goat meat, which 
la difficult to furnish In the field. 
With the Moslems, all these dtf- 
ficultles are avoided. 

The officers who welcomed us 
recalled that the military effort 
of India Ik not limited to the units 
which have Just arrived In 
France. Many units have already 
been sent to other theatres of pos¬ 
sible operations to assure the de¬ 
fence of Egypt. Iraq. Palestine, 
the Malay States—from the Bay 
of Bengal to Singapore. 

From Basrah to Rawalpindi, 
\ from Mosul to Aden, the Indian 
- troops are helping safeguard the 
Interest of the Empire, they said.

Allowances Tangle 

From Winnipeg Tribune 

The red tap* tangle over dependents' al¬ 
lowances for widowed mothers, and to forth, 
has not yet been straightened out finally in 
the army, air force or navy. t 

What are the prospective recruits going 
lo be told about Proviso 9, for example? Will 
it be explained to them that they may be 
refused a dependents' allowance for a wid¬ 
owed mother or crippled father even If they 
assign half their pay to the dependent— un¬ 
less they can show that the actual or "In¬ 
tended" amount which they contributed 
monthly before enlisting was greater than 
th e amo u n t of th ei r own pay which they now 
assign? 

In order to secure a dependents' allow¬ 
ance a soldier must assign half his pay. This 
means that, in the case of a private, the 
man give* up roughly $20 a month of his 
own etmlngt out of a total of roughly $39. 
Thus he to already making a great personal 
sacrifice. Having done his part, he asks that 
the Dominion government should do its part 
and add to the money contributed out of hit 
own pittance. He applies for an allowance of 
$35 for a widowed mother or other total de¬ 
pendent. But, in case after ease where men 
have been on relief or have been undergoing 
hard times, this dependents* allowance has 
been refused;' . .* ... * ...... 

The man who was In comfortable circum¬ 
stances before enlisting has been able to 
secure such an allowance for hit mother.

Nor 
could it hide, in spite of her grim 
bearing, her sense of humor. 

I asked Mtos Carr something 
about her family. 

“What has that to do with my 
painting? Some day when I'm 
ready. I'll write my own story 
the way I want it. Until then it’s 
my own llte and my own secret. 
This poking around to find out 
what you had for breakfast, what 
you call your cat. I hate it. I 
hate reporters.” 

I started for the door. Perhaps 
I was wrong about the sense of 
humor. 

Then I saw her grey eyes 
twinkle. 

“But you haven't been as bad 
aa moat." 

At the door Mias Carr remarked 
on the beau t y of the sunset, f— 
suggested that she paint it.

War in Orient 

“THE WAR ln China Is “old stuff" by now, 
blacked out by «ho wars In Europe. But 
If you think It's not as significant, you ought 
to road "China at War," by Freda Utley 
(John Day). Miaa Utley is a British news¬ 
paperwoman, who has returned from a long 
first-hand study of the Chine*, struggle 
against tb* Japs. ,She U known In Victoria 
where aha lectured recently. She talked with 
generals and soldiers alike, saw fighting, 
rode with the wounded. The result Is a 
highly personalised, vital account of this 
blood-letting In the Far East Just a Jet of 
Its Importance Is excerpted hero from Miss 
Utley's observations: 

"Intent On the troubles of Europe, fearful 
of the war which may engulf the western 
hemisphere, we hardly head the nimble of 
the distant drums In the Far East, yet the 
fa to of Chins’s 40 0 , 0 00.000 may well teem 
to the historian of the future the most Im¬ 
portant event of th* early 20th century. . . . 

“It may wen be that the future of the 
world is now being decided on the Yangtze 
and Yellow Rivers rather than on th* Rhine 
or the Vistula, or In the conference halls of 
Europe. . . . Japan alme at world conquest, 
and her rulers have the singleness of pur 
pose to accomplish It. but neither the re¬ 
quisite man power nor th* material re¬ 
sources, unless they can Incorporate China 
Into their empire. 

“If China's million* should aver be mili¬ 
tarised, either by Japan or In a long struggle 
to resist her, the world would be faced by a 
military menace besides which the might of 
Germany would pale to insignificance. As 
General Smuts once said: It may well be 
that western civilisation win stand or fall 
in this matter of Its contacts with the Ira- 
menee human masses of the East' 

“Should the Chinese despair of the west¬ 
ern democracies who continue to supply Ja¬ 
pan with the sinews of war,-and should they 
deride to submit to the Japanese yoke, Japan 
might become the strongest power in the 
world.”

Gerhardl 
has turned a pltlles* spotlight on "toe Auto¬ 
crat* of All the Russia*" with th* result hto 
book to a pertinent study ln government as 
well m men; But it to also eminently read¬ 
able. Excerpted briefly here la the story 
of how Nicholas Ignored the Russian Revolu¬ 
tion: 

“The front wm the safest place for the 
. Tsar of Russia, soldiers being notoriously 
patriotic, monarchal and absolutist to th* 
last degree. . . . "My brain,' NicholM note* 
In hto diary, la resting here. No ministers. 
No troublesome questions demanding 
thought.' 

"Indeed, everything wm going quite well. 
And he was therefore a little annoyed, when, 
soon afterwards, the president of the Duma, 
Rodzlanko, Telegraphed as follows: 

* “There to anarchy In the capital The 
government is paralyzed. It to necessary 
lmnfbdlately to entrust with the formation 
ol the government a person who enjoys the 
confidence of toe country. Any delay to 
fatal.' 

“He wm irritated when Rodzlanko, who 
should have accepted the snub of being Im¬ 
perially Ignored, followed hto initial Impor¬ 
tunity with another and s worst the next 

day. . . . 

“The Thar remarked to hto headquarter’s 
staff: This fa, bellied Rodzlanko ha* writ¬ 
ten me tome nonsense to which I will not 
even reply.' 

"The emperor completed the routine of 
hi* dug**. He <Hn*d at usual sitting tong 
over hto drinks and avoiding any discussion 
which savored of ‘shop’; and after dinner he 
liquidated tola nutter, still pending, with a 
telegram to Genera] Khavalov at Petrograd: 

*1 command you to suppress from to¬ 
morrow all disorders on th* streets of the 
capital, which cannot be permitted when th* 
Fatherland' to carrying on a difficult War 
with Germany. Nicholas.' . . . ‘\ 

•Two days later ... flu revolution had 
swept over the entire country." •# ,\

you .CAN settle yourself down for rail-. 
I fled armchair adventure with "Five 
Mile* High," edited by Robert H Bates (Dodd, 
Mead). This is toe story of the attack on 
the second highest mountain In the world. 
K2, ln the Northwestern Himalayas, by the 
First American Karakoram expedition. Th* 
party In 1938 reached 26,000 feet, the highest 
climb yet made save Everest Exoerpts de¬ 
scribing the last hours ol the ascent are given 
here: 

"Separated by 60 fact of light alpine rope, 
we began the final stage of our climb. . . 
For 100 Met toe sharp spike* of our climbing 
Irons barely dented the Icy crust . . . Soon 
we came to the foot of a veritable cliff 50 to 
60 feet high, toe upper Up o t a great crack 
in the inowlield. It wm hopeless to attack 
this, to we continued along to the ea«t An¬ 
ally finding a steep narrow snow bridge 
which ted to the upper level. . . , 

“The altitude wm beginning to ten. I had 
curious weakness in my legs, so that every 


upward step wm an effort requiring several 
breaths. And yet my mind seemed clear and 
active. ... 

“At last at toe base of toe final cone 1 
could go no farther. Fetzoldt wm 150 fact 
above im, working on the rock. After IS or 
211 minute* of complete rest I counted my 
pulse. It wm 135, whereas normally at aaa 
level It to 50. I thought of aU aorta of notes 
to write ln the Uttle book I carried, but some¬ 
how I had not toe mental energy to put them 
down. . Fetzoldt struggled down and col¬ 
lapsed beside me. ... At a Uttte soar 2400 
feet he had fixed his camera ln the rocks and 
with the point of hte tot ax tripped toe shut¬ 
ter and taken a self-portrait, which later 
turned out to be excellent . .. Our work 
wm done." 

Sea Raider Hardship 
Told by War Captive 

R OT ALEXANDER’S “The Cruise of too 
Raider ‘Wolf " (Yale University Pres*) 
Is the story of one of the strangest and great¬ 
est aea adventures of modern times. The 
"Wolf" sailed from Germany ln 1916 M a 
freighter, ran toe Allied blockade, roamed 
the aeM lor 15 months, covered 64,000 miles, 
tank 135,000 tons of shipping. Her adven¬ 
tures were legion. You can imagine no book 
more timely, lew more thrilling. Alexander, 
a wireless operator, was prisoner aboard th# 
“Wolf." He tells hto story simply, but dra¬ 
matically, m illustrated in the following ex¬ 
cerpt describing one of the routine capture* 
of toe "Wolf": 

"A couple of boatloads of prisoners 
came over from toe Matunga and were taken 
under the poop to be searched and examined. 
This concluded, the hatch wm opened, and 
the newly taken prisoners trooped down too 
ladder Into toe bold. 

“MlUtary officers, ship’s officers In spot¬ 
less white uniforms, troop* to tropical kit, 
engineers, well-dressed Australian business 
men—aU came down the ladder to stand hor¬ 
rified at toe appearance of tola hold to which 
they were lo ttv*. 111 * 0 , before to* new¬ 
comers had time to recover from their shock 
at their surroundings they wet* mobbed by 
the tobacco hunters. . .. 

"An old friend was among the new arri- 
esk, and I pushed my way ttumiph *• whese 
he wm standing. 

“ 11*110, Bob!’ 

" ‘My friend stared at me blankly. Then: 

" 'Good God! . . . You . ,. What to hell 
have they done to yquF 

"I suddenly realized tost I wm clad to 
nothing beyond a pair of dirty shorts; that 
the Wolfs cuisine had slimmed me so effec¬ 
tively that my rib* were sticking out; that 
I wm sunburned all over to the color of a 
Negro, and that I had cropped all my hair 
off to dodge our various kinds of vermin."

By 1921, he was chief of staff of 
the armed forces and. In 1932; 
at the age of 41, he became Pre¬ 
mier and Minister of the Interior. 
Later in 1924-5, he was War Min¬ 
ister. In 1928, after Pilsudski'* 
coup d'etat, he retired from all 
offices, as he disapproved of tha 
regime. Moat of the time since 
he has Uwd in France, dwelling 
In a modest little Paris hotel, 
where he wrote three notable 
books each introduced by an emi¬ 
nent Frenchman. 

It la to this seasoned solfHer, 
who both has made successful 
war, and written profound books 
about war, that the Poles of the 
whole , world are now turning 
with the hope that he will realize 
his dream—a real Polish republic

The wartime employment situa¬ 
tion la sized up here as follows: 
Germany is a nation of 80,000,000 
persona, t h about 25,000.000 
subject people such as the Czechs, 
Poles, ate There is practically 
no unemployment In Germany. 
In fact, Poles and Czechs are 
being drafted tor forced labor on 
German farms, so that Germany 
can produce more food at home 
in the endeavor to beat the 
British-French sea blockade. 

From her abundant manhood, 
Nazi Germany has drawn prob¬ 
ably more than 5,000,000 men for 
the armed forces. Many of the 
rest are at work in the factories 
producing shells.' guns, tanka, 
mines, airplanes and submarines. 

Nazi leaden haw boasted that 
by next spring they will haw 400 
submarines, thousands of mines 
and about 30JMO airplanes. This 
may be exaggeration. But with 
the , Nazi system ol enforced 
labor, in which the men cannot 
strike nor have a say as to their 
hours of work and their rates of 
pay. it Is a safe assumption that 
German war plants are running 
full tilt 24 hours a day.

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Record-making Jerseys 
On Gordon Head Acres

..._eat Jeraey herd* roam* the pless- 

ant <8 acre* of an historic farm 
on a hilltop in the Gordon Head 
district. 

The 25 head of purebred cattle, 
with many fine record* to their 
credit are owned by E. W. Burk¬ 
lnshaw of the Roaemont Jersey 
Farm. Last year one of the Cow* 
was awarded the Canadian Jersey 
j.. Cattle Club’s coveted silver medal 
and another came within six 
pound* of winning the rare gold 
medaL - —- r 

The old farm was settled three 
quarters of a century ago by the 
Scott family. There were 350 
acres at the time and the rolling 
land fell away on all sides to Join 
the farms of other pioneers—the 
McRae* to the south, the Tolmies 
to the west. Oft to the northeast 
were the blue waters of the Gulf, 
and due south the Olympics tow¬ 
ered into the heavens, as they do 
- today. 

Many of the original buildings 
are still on the farm. True, they 
an t u mb le do w n now, and great 
clump* of moss cover their roofs, 
but they are picturesque remind¬ 
ers of a day long gone as they stt 
among the centuries-old oaks, 
which Mr. Burklnshaw has had 
the good sense to leave dotted 
among the rocks and hills of the 
venerable farm. The ancient 
water tower, long In disuse, but 
still standing, is of particular in¬ 
terest. 

ONCE IN ALBERTA 

For 16 years Mr. Burklnshaw 
farmed in Alberta. He struggled 
with the elements-biting cold in 
winter, drought,' dust and searing 
heat in summer. 

"It’s nice to raise grain — but 
It’s too much of a gamble." he 
said. "Dairying on Vancouver 
Island is more steady. You never 
make big money, and there’s lots 
of competition—too much, really.; 
It’s what price climate, I guess, 
so T never grumble. With grain 
It’s different’ — sometimes you ' 
make big money and often you : 
don’t make any. .1 prefer it out 
*" t 'here; Ifs easier. She' climate is 
wonderful—you enjoy life."

Then there's Clenora Dream’s 
Glow—from the famed Waldon 
herd at Cowichan Station—which, 
as a junior three-year-old. In 305 
days, produced 9,220 pounds of 
milk and 534 pounds of fat, with 
an average test of 5.79 pgr cent 
and won the silver medal. 

Rosemont Standard's Melba 
made a record of 8,859 pounds of 
milk and 516 pound* of fat, test¬ 
ing 5.82 per cent as a senior two- 
year-old, in 365 days.

9,636 pounds of milk and 528 
pounds of-fat, in 305 days, as a 
nine-year-old. She Is a daughter 
of Glamorgan Blndie. 

The herd site la La France 
Prince, six-year-old. out of La- 
France Princess, raised In Vic¬ 
toria by Dr. Olson, and world 
champion as a two-year old In 
butterfat production. 

From these names It can be 
seen this herd has strains of the 
finest Jersey blood on the Island.

Lice Control in Farm Flocks A Multiqueened Bee Colony 


Alfalfa Production 


Alfalfa shows promise of be¬ 
coming an Important hay crop 
In many of the coast districts of 
British Columbia, particularly 
on Vancouver Island, although It 
was formerly believed the high 
rainfall and consequent soil condi¬ 
tions of such areas would'pre¬ 
clude the use of this crop. Ex¬ 
perience has shown, however, that 
where proper soli management 
practices, particularly those con¬ 
cerned with drainage and liming, 
have been followed, no serious 
difficulty is to be encountered 
In establishing a stand of alfalfa. 

To insure a good stand, the 
field selected for alfalfa should 
possess the following character¬ 
istics: Good surface and subsoil 
drainage, a plentiful supply ol 
lime, a good state of fertility, 
freedom from weeds and good 
physical condition or tilth. 

The first two conditions listed 
are of fundamental importance 
In establishing a stand of alfalfa 
and should, therefore, receive 
first consideration. While good 
drainage reduces soil acidity to a 
marked degree it Is almost In¬ 
variably a wise practice, under 
coast conditions, to apply ground 
limestone at two tons per acre 
before sowing alfalfa. The re¬ 
maining conditions can be se¬ 
cured most readily by preceding 
alfalla with s hoed crop. 

CULTURE RECOMMENDED 

In Helds where alfalfa has not 
been grown before, inoculating 
the teed with a culture of alfalfa 
bacteria immediately before sow¬ 
ing is recommended. Cultures 
oi bacteria together with' direc¬ 
tions for making the inoculation 
may be purchased from any re¬ 
liable aeed firm. 

At present Grimm Is perhaps 
the most popular of readily ob- 
talnabk* commercial varieties. 


Ontario Variegated is also widely 
sown under coast conditions. 

From 15 to 20 pounds of seed 
per sere is the recommended 
rate of seeding. Under particu¬ 
larly favorable conditions, how¬ 
ever, 10 pounds per acre has 
given satisfactory stands. 

Sowings in humid districts, par¬ 
ticularly on the lighter soils, 
should be made without a nurse 
crop, as alfalfa cannot stand a 
great deal of competition in the 
seedling stage. Observations in¬ 
dicate the nurse crop provides 
strong competition for the young 
seedlings and at the same time 
is not very effective in suppress¬ 
ing weed growth. 

Fertilizer may be applied to 
advantage prior io seeding. Su¬ 
perphosphate broadcast at 300 
pounds per acre Just before sow¬ 
ing is the general recommended 
treatment. 

Seeding may be carried out to 
advantage during the latter half 
of April or the first half of 
May. Moisture is usually abun¬ 
dant during this period and In 
normal seasons sufficient time 
has elapsed to permit the prepa¬ 
ration of a satisfactory seed bed 
in addition to checking early 
weed growth. 

After a deep friable condition 
has been achieved the seed bed 
should be rolled immediately be¬ 
fore sowing. Broadcast seeding, 
either by hand or with the clover 
aeed atta chment to the grain drill, 
is the most effective method. Im¬ 
mediately after seeding, the 
ground is harrowed and rolled. 
In case s where there is a tend¬ 
ency toward crust formation the 
surface of the rolling should be 
lightly broken, with a brush 
harrow or a tilting harrow. 

During the seeding year weed 
species such as barnyard millet 
and shepherd's purse are fre- 


Lice and mites are found to 
some extent in most farm Hocks. 
As their presence has s direct 
effect upon the vigor and gen¬ 
eral condition of the flock, egg 
production is often seriously af¬ 
fected. Birds suffering from a 
heavy infestation of lice or mites 
become rua down in condition 
and may dies as a direct result 
of the infestation or fall easy 
prey to disease. 

There are several species of 
hen lice but all of them live, 
feed and breed on the birds and 
spend their entire life there. Al¬ 
though' hens or chickens may be 
seen dusting it is impossible for 
them to entirely, rid themselves 
of the Uce. 

There are, numerous powders, 
ointments and dips \vhicTT wTTL 
kill Uce but all of these entail 
individual handling ol birds which 
requires considerable time and 
labor, especially in large flocks. 

During recent years nicotine 
sulphate (sold under various trade 
names) has come Into general 
use and has proved to be the 
quickest, easiest and most satis¬ 
factory remedy for the control 
of poujfry lice. This method elim¬ 
inate* flte necessity of handling 
the birds or giving individual 
treatment but is very effective 
and can be used during any sea¬ 
son of the year. 

In the evening Just before the 
flock goes to roost nicotine sul¬ 
phate is spread thinly over the 


These are 
best eontroUed by clipping as 
soon as the alfalfa has reached 
a height of eight or ten inches.

Heat from the birds 
causes a release of fumes from 
the nicotine sulphate which pene¬ 
trate the feathers and kill the 
lice. This treatment is repeated 
in about 10 dayi to kill lice which 
have hatched after the first treat¬ 
ment. Other treatments may be 
given as necessary. 

BLOOD RUCKER 

The red mite, which is actually 
grey in color before becoming 
filled with blood, is a tiny blood¬ 
sucking insect commonly found in 
: poultry, hous es. Unlike lice, it 
lives in cracks and crevices, nests, 
straw, etc, and cannot be killed 
by ordinary treatments which are 
effective for Uce. Mites usually 
attack the birds at night and 
after gorging with blood, retire 
to their hiding places. They breed 
very rapidly during warm 
weather. A heavy infestation wUl 
soon cause the flock to become 
thin and unthrifty, resulting In 
grestiy reduped.. production in 
laying birds. 

As mites thrive best in dark, 
dirty houses, the first step in 
their control is to remedy these 
conditions. The birds should first 
he removed to other quarters. 
All droppings, litter, nesting ma¬ 
terial, etc, should then be re 


Once the alfalfa plants have es¬ 
tablished a strong root system It 
Is a good practice to give the 
field a thorough treatment with 
the spring-tooth-harrow early In 
the spring Of each year.... This 
treatment is effective In remov¬ 
ing sod-farmlng grasses and does 
not cause serious damage to the 
alfalf*. A well-established field 
of alfalfa can withstand a tre¬ 
mendous amount of rough treat¬ 
ment in the early spring.

The choice of lumber Is Im¬ 
portant In the manufacture Of 
high grade hockey sticks, especi¬ 
ally when they are destined for a 
world wide market where temper¬ 
atures vary to both extremes of 
the thermometer. Wood experts 
employed by 'lh**ktlck manufac¬ 
turers actually go Into the areas 
where the ash and elm are avail¬ 
able, mark the trees to be cut, 
follow the logs through the mill 
and direct the sawing operations 
to ensure care In each step. Nor 
Is the task of choosing the most 
suitable trees an easy one. It Is 
not advisable, for Instance, to use 
lumber grown on low land or 
very old trees where deterioration 
may be hidden In the fibrous tew 
ture, because It is difficult to de¬ 
tect old or partially dead wood 
once it has been cut Into billets— 
short lengths of lumber—and air- 
dried. Hockey stick lumber must 
be taken as close to the tree bark 
aa possible. 

"Perhaps the most Important 
operation In the life of the stick 
Is the scientific removal of the 
moisture from the lengths of lum¬ 
ber before they are stripped Into 
hockey stick blanks. This opera¬ 
tion Is vital to prevent the wood 
from working and warping. If 
dried too fast In the specially con¬ 
structed curing kilns, the pores 
on the outside surfaces will doss 
or case-harden and prevent the 
removal of the moisture from the 
centre or core of the billet. After 
the bone-dry lumber has passed 
through the chain of operations

In this picture a barrage balloon Is being "bedded down." 
The main cable has been wound so as to bring thd balloon 
to a point not far from the truck. Men who look as though 
they are taking pert In a tug-of-war are pulling the smaller 
cables from under the balloon. Later the gas will be let out 
of the balloon, and the bag Will be packed away In the truck, 
, ready for the next air raid warning. 


The purpose of a balloon barrage Is to bar the way of attack¬ 
ing airplanes. If a bombing plane flies over the barrier, it 
goes so high that bombs are not likely to hit their marks. If 
it flies underneath, it Is In great danger from anti-aircraft 
fire. Barrage balloons do not carry anyone up In the air. 
They are held "captive” by trucks below. Thanks to the 
trucks, a barrage can be set up one place on a certain day, 
and another place the next day. 


The word ‘Jxurage” comes from the French language, and 
means something which "bars.” In battles or trench war¬ 
fare, cannon often lay down a barrage of gunfire ahead of 
friendly troops. This Is to bar the enemy from attacking the 
troops. Another kind of barrage Is London's "balloon bar¬ 
rage," which was brought into being during the World War 
of 1914-1918, and was ready again when the new European 
war broke out last September.
